By the time I was 9 years old, which is the age of my eldest 
now, I was. quite a worldling, having traveled extensively 
throughout Banks, Jackson and Franklin counties. I had wan- 
dered from my native heath as far east as Pocataligo and Ila, 
as far west as Jeffersun and Apple Valley. I had been to Mays- 
ville, and had more than once in the fall of the year accompanied 
my clan to that great jubilee which still shines in my memory 
as a more magnificent merrymaking than the Mardi Gras—the 
harvest celebration at Homer. I had even been to Atlanta and 
Macon, but the memory of these expeditions was somewhat dim, 
for I was small, the journey was long and tiresome, and the 
cities once reached were far too big and glamorous for one 
small boy’s understanding to encompass. My only impression of 
Macon, I remember, was of legs, legs, legs, constantly scissoring 
past my nose (I was about knee high to the average pedestrian 
then) and my only memory of Atlanta was of a moth-eaten 
stuffed squirrel I saw at the state capitol, and of the swollen 
jaws I brought home after chewing gum all day in a sort of 
nervous frenzy. 


These journeys, made in the magnificent automobiles of 
that day—Dorts, Maxwells. and those glittering T-model Fords 
with the brass radiators and the bulb horn with its mellow, if 
somewhat short-winded “squonk,” wearied me almost beyond 
endurance, physically, and aroused me to such a pitch, mentally, 
that for nights, after my return home, my dreams would be 
made up of a shifting panorama of muddy roads and dusty, 
of fences, houses, yards and wells, of fields and pastures: and 
woodlands and tangled squares of little courthouse towns, of flat 
lands and hills and wagons and mules and buggies, and other 
cars looming out of the dusk like monsters, of huge whiskereéd 
and moustached men, sometimes smelling highly of what in later 
years I learned was the sweet reek of mountain corn, pumping 
my small, timorous paw and booming, “Well, he’s a fine-looking 
young ‘un, Pierce. Must favor his maw. Haw, haw, haw.” 


New Vistas for Father 


These trips stimulated me into a mental state bordering on 
hysteria, but I loved them. Mainly, I think, because my father 
got so much pleasure out of taking me along. They were old, 
long-traveled trails to him, and dull. But with me along, he saw 
them through my eyes, and he shared, vicariously, my pleasure 
and my wonderment. If I failed to point out to him a white 
mule, peering in startled inquiry over a fence at the snorting 
Dort or the wheezing Maxwell, he called my attention to it. We 
found great pleasure in small things—a tiny pickaninny perched 
like Tarbaby atop a high-piled cotton wagon, a covered wagon 
from the high mountains, with its rich-smelling cargo of ripe 
apples, coon hides and chinquapins, the matronly dither of a 
dominecker hen aroused from her dust bath in the middle of a 
road, and the lugubrious dignity of hound dogs. Every journey, 
however brief, was a great adventure, and Marco Polo on the 
road to Cathay never looked more avidly for wonders, nor 
saw more. 


I think the memory of these trips was in the back of my 
mind the other day when I decided that I should take two of 
my quartet of young ‘uns to Jacksonville with me when 1 went 
down to get my discharge. In a moment of temporary insanity 
I started to take the third one, age 4, but wiser counsel prevailed, 
thank the Lord. Anyhow, I planned it with all the secret glee 
I’m sure my father used to feel when he decided to let me go 
along with him to Carnesville court. We would fly down on an 
airplane, which they had never done. We would stay at a hotel, 
which they had never done. We would come back on a Pullman, 
@nother new experience. I could just see their little eyes light 
up, hear their.excited gasps of awe and wonder, watch them 
as they became more and more dazzled by the miracles of life 
away from home. 


‘Young Cosmopolitans 


Maybe the atomic bomb could dazzle them, but the wonders 
of modern transportation can’t. I had reckoned without the 
influences that make the modern youngster poised and blase at 
the age when his father and mother were dewy eyed, eager 
and naive. They have heard too much on the radio. They have 
read tou much rocket stuff. 


They got on the plane as casually as any nylon salesman 
might, fastened théir seat belts, pushed the button to let the seat 
back, and settled down to read a comic book. Even at that 
moment of take off and climb, wher even old travelers watch 
the breathless falling-away of the earth, they read their comic 
books. One was something about a character called the Green 
Dragon. The other chronicled the deeds of Mojo from Mars. 
Since both Mojo and the Dragon go about on their own personal 
wings, trailing streamers of fire and smoke, I guess flying in an 
old heap like a DC-3 was pretty tame stuff. We climbed up 
through the overcast and broke out on top, in a glory of pink- 
tipped clouds, a sight which even old air travelers never fail to 
look upon with appreciation. 


“Look,” I said. ‘‘Look at the beautiful clouds.” 


“It looks like somebody taking a bubble bath,” said my 
daughter, casually, and went back to her comic book. We flew 
on into darkness, and below us the little cities came aglow with 
lights of red and gold and blue, another of the incredible beauties 
of air travel. “Look,” I said to my son. “Isn’t that pretty?” He 
took his nose out of the comic he was reading and pressed it 
against the glass. “Looks like an old Christmas tree,” he said. 
He put his nose back in the book, 


“My Feet Went to Sleep.” 


We landed at Jacksonville. “Well,” I said, “here we are way 
down in Jacksonville, Florida.” They contemplated Jacksonville 
without awe. “It looks just like Atlanta,” one of them said. Well, 
I guess all airports do look about alike, at that. We drove in 
from the airport in a magnificent limousine—at a dollar a head. 
“And how did you like riding in that beautiful car?” I said. 
“He drove too far over on the left side of the road,” said my son. 
“My feet went to sleep,” said my daughter. 


They calmly stood by, reading comic books, while I regis- 
tered. As the bellboy straightened the room for occupancy, they 
crawled on the beds and read comic books They read comic 
books while I washed up for dinner, and when I drove them into 
the bathroom to wash their faces, they carried the comic books 
with them. Until I smacked them and made them put them down. 


At dinner they handled themselves with great poise. With 
almost too much poise. “Be sure the orange juice is strained,” 
my daughter told the waitress. In the dining room of a strange 
hotel at her age I wouldn’t have known whether I was drinking 
orange juice or carbolic acid. 

After dinner we went for a walk. Some of the stores were 
open and there were many things in the windows. I wanted 
them to have a good time. I wanted them to remember the trip. 
I wanted to see their little eyes light up. “If you see anything 
you want,” I said, “just tell me and we will get it.” Their little 
eyes lit up. “Can we have some more comic books, Daddy?” 
they said. 


Wonderful, Daddy—Comic Books 


I bought them an armload of comic books apiece. Every 
comic book on the newsstands. They were very happy. They 
wanted to go right back to the room to read their comic books. 
We did. 

The next day we went down to St. Augustine on the bus, 
and rented a surrey with a fringe on top driven by an old white- 
polled Negro man named Uncle Paul and pulled by a horse 
named Playboy, and went to all the historic places—the Foun- 
tain of Youth and the old fort and the oldest schoolhouse and 
the alligator and ostrich farm, where there was a monkey 
named Jakie who struck matches and ate the burned tips with 
great relish. Then we went for a ride on a boat that takes you 
all around the bay and out to the mouth of the inlet. Then we 
came back ,to Jacksonville, and then on back to Atlanta on the 
train in a Arawing room, where they lay awake in their berths, 
reading comic books, until I had to speak harshly to them.

Old AB&C Rounds Last Turn — 
To Merge With Empire of ACL

When a locomotive of the old 
AB&C rounds a lonesome curve 
crossing Pine Mountain on New 
Year’s Eve, or blows for a cross- 
ing down in the flatwoods around 
Waycross, its clanging bell will be 
greeting more than a new year, 
and its mournful whistle will be 
blowing something more than just 
another old year into the limbo. 

For at the stroke of midnight on 
Dec. 31, the Atlanta, Birmingham 
& Coast Railroad will cease to 
exist as such. And the AB&C 
trains which leave Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham, Thomasville or Bruns- 
wick earlier that day, will reach 
their destinations on Jan. 1, 1946, 
as Atlantic Ceast Line trains on 
ACL tracks. 

This will all come about because 
the Atlantic Coast Line, which has 
controlled the AB&C since 1927, 
has bought the latter road out- 
right and will henceforth operate 
the property and business as the 
western division of the ACL, with 
division headquarters in Atlanta.

VOLUNTEERS REPULSED 

All actual rescue work was 
halted as the flames and danger- 
ous fumes caused what mine boss- 
es called “a bad situation.” The 
volunteers had to retreat and fi- 
nally return to the surface. Ap- 
peals were made for more rescue 
workers to relieve the weary vol- 
unteers and for more firefighting 
equipment. Then the battle against 
the latest blazing barrier was re- 
sumed. 

Albert Bennett, 64. veteran Pine- 
ville miner, was the man who 
died before he could be brought 
out of the pit. The second victim 
was so badly burned that his iden- 
tity has not been determined. 

Only one of the eight survivors 
was reported in a serious condition 
at the hospital where all were 
taken. Tom McQueen, 30, of Pine- 
ville, was given a chance to re- 
cover but was said to be in dan- 
ger. Charles Lingar, 30, of Four 
Mile, Ky., had a broken leg in 
addition to the common ailments 
of all the survivors.

I finished the journey, I confess, a little let down. They had 
taken it all so calmly. Then I started asking a few questions. 
And they talked of what they remembered, and of what they

The area was surrounded im- 
mediately and an armed search 
finally uncovered the documents 
cached away in the suitcase in 
the home of the adjutant’s girl 
friend’s wister-in-law at Vilshofen. 

His testament ordered the war 
to go on after his death at any 
cost and prophesied that the Ger- 
man people would rise from the 
ruins of their cities to wreak ven- 
geance on “world Jewry.”

JOHN 
Highlighted by adoption of the 
new constitution and repeal of the | 
poll tax, 1945 was one of the most 
active years in state government. 
The year saw the ballot opened 
to everyone, including Negroes in 
the traditional Democratic pri- 
mary. It saw the United States

Much was accomplished in 1945, 
but the politics of the year ended 
just as they began—with states- 

1en, politicians and laymen still 
in the dark as to who will be the 
candidate of the progressive forces 
for governor in 1946. 

Fat ing the 15-day session of the 
legislature next month will be the 
same issue that faced the regular 
session last January: Will the gen- 
eral assembly lift the constitution- 
al ban on a governor succeeding 
himself. Facing the January ses- 
sion also will be the same two I1S- 
sues of providing home rule and 
@ merit system for Georgia. 
ARNALL ON POLL TAX 

The legislature convened last 
January and immediately jumped 
into a bitter fight on repea' of 
the poll ‘tax. Finally Gov. Arnall 
told the solons he would kill the 
poll tax by executive order if they 
failed to do so by legislation. They 
revealed the poll tax the next day. 
As the new constitution has ban- 
ned the poll tax as a voting tax, 
thousands of citizens heretofore 


disfranchised will be able to vote. 


next year. Federal Judge Hoyt Da- 
vis (who succeeded the late Judge 
Bascom Deaver) ruled that the 
Negroes can vote in the Democrat- 
ic white primaries, and they did 
so in the Athens city primary, 
without any trouble. 


The house and senate worked 


double-time to redraft the consti- 
tution. The house passed the new 


constitution unanimously, and the 


senate indorsed it, 38 to 9. 


The people adopted the new 


constitution Aug. 7. It follows 
the fundamentals of the docu- 
ment of 1877, but it provides for 
a constitutional penal board, some 
merit system, and some home 
rule. The new charter also cre- 
ates a constitutional veterans’ serv- 
ice department, the office of lieu- 
tenant governor; adds a sixth jus- 
tice to the supreme court, raises 
the pay of the justices and of 
superior court judges, raises the 
Governor’s pay and the legisla- 
tors’ pay; puts school financing, 
outside independent city systems, 
On a county basis, and raises the 
Maximum school tax levy to 15 
mills; permits cities and coun- 
ties to operate power plants; ends 
tax favoritism for some corpora- 
tions, and safeguards the budget 
law.

W. M. Branstutter, father of 
seven children, who was a quarter 
of a mile from where he believes 
the blast occurred, detailed the 
tortuous entombment from a hos- 
pital bed here. Another of the 
Branstutters is still among the 
missing. 

“The first I knew of an accident 
was when something seemed to 
push my ears together inside my 
head,” Branstutter said. “There 
were two men with me, McKinley 
Leath and Charlie Lingar. We all 
knew there had been an explo- 
sion, although none of us had ever 
been in one before. 

“Joe Hatfield, a motorman, came 
running to us through our trap 
door. His coupler, Huey Miller, 
was with him. The other four in 
that section of the mine came, too. 
They were Evan Philpot, 
McQueen, Bud Towns and Albert 
Bennett. 

“Me and Joe Hatfield volunteer- 
ed to look around to see if there 
was any way to get out. But every- 
where we went the top had fallen 
in and we couldn't get through ex- 
cept out the way the _ railroad 
tracks, and the gas there drove 
us back. All those slate falls didn’t 
happen in the explosion. The top 
had been down a long time and 
had closed up all the escapes. 

“When we saw there was no 
way out we began to feel that it 
was all over for us. But Towns, 
the only Negro with us, is religious 
ani he began to pray out loud, and 
sing. He would pray, then sing, 
then pray again, and he kept it up 
nearly all the time. 

Joe Hatfield, occupying another 
bed, broke in. “We all prayed,” 
he said. “And we prayed a whole 
lot, although most of our prayers 
were silent ones.”

Unless laws are changed, Geor- 
gia won't have an early Demo- 
cratic primary in 1946 as it did 
under the soldier vote law of 1945, 
State Democratic Chairman . Lon 
Duckworth says. . 

The traditional date for the pr. 
mary is in September. However, 
the legislature held a special ses- 
sion and advanced the primary 
date to July 4 in 1945 to allow 
time fot soldiers’ ballots to get 
home from overseas. 

Duckworth said yesterday the 
early primary law has ended now 
that the war is over, and that the 
Democrats will automatically re 
turn to the September primary, 
unless laws are changed by the 
January session of the legislature 

He anticipated some changes in 
the primary laws. For this reason, 
Duckworth said the Democratic 
Executive Committee would not 
meet to fix rules for the primary 
until after the legislature com- 
pletes its session. 

There is some talk that the Neill 
primary law would be repealed in 
a move to circumvent the United 
States Supreme Court decision and 
the Middle Georgia Federal Court 
decision that Negroes may vote. 
This would leave out all references 
to primaries in the state laws, as 
the new constitutibn does. It would 
leave the Democrats free to rule 
their own party affairs, just as 
fraterna] organizations do, Oppon- 
ents of this move, however, say 
it would abolish the county unit 
voting system tn Georgia. They 
fay it also would leave the un- 
supervised, controlling political 
party open to corruption.

Minor Tremors Survived, 
County Faces New Year 


When the last page of 1945’s calendar is thrown away, oldtimers 


at the 
turbulent events which headlined 

The past year has seen several 
newcomers take their places in 
the courthouse anda few old faces 
disappear. 

County politics kept pace with 
the times — battling commission 
meetings and verbal explosions 
which might be compared with 
bombings. ° 

The year began, last Jan. 1, 
with victorious candidates taking 
their places in county affairs. 
Ushered in on the first day of 
1945 were Ordinary Eugene Gun- 
by, Sheriff A. B. “Bud” Foster, 
Solicitor Gen. E. E. Andrews and 
Chief Judge Quincy O. Arnold, of 
the civil court. 

Sheriff Foster created the first 
major news in county gossip cir- 
ples. ‘After he took the oath of 
office, he immediately declared 
that T. Ralph Grimes, who pre- 
ceded Foster as acting sheriff, was 
not his chief deputy. 

The row continued for more 
than six months. Finally, through 
the slow grinding of court pro- 
cedure, Grimes took his place as 
chief deputy, and the argument 
faded away. 


NEW CHIEF RULED 


Another newcomer arrived at 
the courthouse on the first of the 
year. Chief C. H. Millians, whose 
election as chief of the county po- 
lice appea-ed to solve the county 
commissioners’ heated fight over 
the reorganization of the depart- 
ment, took office. 

A month later, county police- 
men arrested a tall, strong Negro, 
Horace Blalock, on a burglary 
charge—end a week later an- 
nounced they suspected him of the 
year-old murder of one of At- 
lanta’s prominent citizens, Henry 
C. Heiné. The Negro made a con- 
fession, the case was turned over 
to DeKalb county which had juris- 
diction, and after a jury trial, Bla- 
lock received a life-imprisonment 
sentence. 

The vacancy created by the 
death of Chief Millians May 1 re- 
newed the old feud among mem- 
bers of the county commission. 
The board delayed replacing the 
chief for ‘wo months, then, by a 
three-to-two vote, named Asst. 
Chief C, E. Mitchell as his suc- 
cessor. 


FOUGHT BUG RACKET 

In the meantime, law officials 
and the courts were working over- 
time in a drive to stamp out the 
vicious “bug” game in the county. 

The anti-lottery campaign, 
which was led by The Constitu- 
tion, resulted in the conviction of 
five “lottery big shots,” and dealt 
a paralyzing blow to the racket. 

Sheriff Foster broke into head- 
lines again when a county police 
report, charging Foster with driv- 
ing while under the influence vf 
intoxicants, was revealed. The 
police accusation resulted in a 
trial in the criminal court of Ful- 
ton county. Large numbers of 
county political figures testified 
as character witnesses for the 
sheriff—the jury returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty—and oldtimers 
looked for a new subject to talk 
about. 

OLD FRIEND PASSES 

In the early spring, the oldtim- 
ers lost a friend. Judge Paul S. 
Etheridge, who had served the 
county as a commissioner before 
he was named as a jurist, died. 

His successor, Judge Rond Al- 
mand—not a stranger to the court- 
house, where he served as solici- 
tor of the criminal court and as 
superior court judge—was named 
and took his place in county af.- 
fairs. 

The summer months slipped by, 
comparatively peaceful, with a 
few minor explosions among mem- 
bers of the county commission, 
until July, when the problem of 
juvenile delinquency on the north 
side was dumped into the lap of 
the grand jury. 

Young boys and girls, almost 100 


of them, created a hectic day for) 


courthouse deputy sheriffs when 
they jammed the corridors of the 
courthouse, waiting to testify be- 
fore the grand jury in the famous 
“Pink Castle” case. Indictments 
were returned against a few of the 
boys and one girl. Juvenile au- 
thorities took over the cases and 
juvenile delinquency vanished in 
the north side section. 
FAVORITISM CHARGED 

This fall, the county civil serv- 
fice board was criticized by county 
employes, who claiméd that too 
many cases of political favoritism 
were being slinped by the civil 
service board. The board met with 
the commission. The board chair- 
man told the commissioners to be 
more carefulin their appointments

This, he added, could be accom- 
plished through adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment changing 
registration requirements.

Similar 
cases now are in federal courts in 
other “white primary” states. 


Time Limit Seen 
For Balloting in 
Voting Machine 


Filibustering voters could be- 
come a problem when voting ma- 
chines are installed in future At- 


lanta and Fulton county elections, 
and a revision of existing voting 
laws will be sought to eliminate 
ithe prospective hazard. 

Fulton County Attorney Harold 
Sheats and Assistant City Attor- 
ney J. Charlie Murphy, who wit- 
nessed the operation of voting ma- 
chines in an election held at Lex- 
ington, Ky., have informed mem- 
bers of a joint city-county com- 
mittee studying voting machines 
that a “two-minute” limit must be 
placed on electors in the voting 
machine booths to avoid possible 
intentional congestion which 
might prevent others from voting. 


Once a voter enters the voting 
machine booth, none others can 
vote until he retires, and if a vot- 
er were allowed to stay behind the 
curtain occupying the booth for 
an indefinite period, other voters 
might be prevented from casting 
their ballots. 

The barristers related how in 
the absence of some reasonable 
time limit, friends of a candidate 
who would run poorly in a cer- 
tain section, could “jam” the 
booths, and remain there to cut 
down the vote which an opponent 
might get. 

In simple language, the friends 
of a candidate could stage a vot- 
ing filibuster by the simple expe- 
dient of keeping the booth filled 
by slow moving voters. 

While none of the committee be- 
lieved any candidate would resort 
to such tactics in Atlanta, they 
said even the possibility should 
be eliminated by limiting the vot- 
ing time to two minutes. Commit- 
tee members said some voters cast 
their ballots in as little as five 
seconds in the Lexington election, 
and that two minutes is regarded 
as the outside limit for intelligent 
balloting.

Marriages 
And Divorces 


AtNew Peaks 


The number of complete divor- 
ces and the number of marriage 
licenses issued during 1945 in 
Fulton county reached a peak in 
county history, according to 
figures tabulated by county offi- 
Cials. 

During the year, there were 
2.759 complete divorces granted in 
the Fulton superior court, an in- 
crease of 334 over 1944. 

The number of marriage 
licenses issued during the year 
jumped to 6,535 over the total of 
5.964 last year, with still two 
days to go before the present year 
ends. December, which has 
usually been the peak month for 
marriages during the war years, 
this year set a record in the coun- 
ty ordinary’s files. with 734 
licenses issued before the office 
closed yesterday. At least 50 
more couples are expected to ap- 
ply for licenses by tomorrow 
night. 

2,268 UNCONTESTED 

According to figures compiled 
by J. H. Bush, deputy clerk of the 
court of domestic relations, there 
were 491 second verdicts (final 
decrees) granted during the year 
in contested divorces. and 2,268 
final decrees were granted in un- 
contested divorce cases. 

For the war period from 1942 
through 1945, the total number 
of complete divorces granted are: 
1,592 in 1942: 1,761 in 1943; 2,425 
in 1944, and 2,759 in 1945. 

“The apparent increase of in- 
toxicants seems to be one of the 
strongest causes'in divorce cases”’, 
Judge A. L. Etheridge, who serv- 
ed as judge in the domestic re- 
lations division during the fall 
term, said. 

Judge Etheridge added that an 
increase in divorces could still be 
expected in this, the _ transition 
period from war to peace. 

“It is the normal course of 
human conduct that divorces 
should increase when marriages 
were contracted under such ab- 
normal conditions which the war 
years brought”, he said. 

The judge added that he was 
more concerned about the minor 
children who are often involved

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The Proposed Contract Is Too Long! 


The Georgia Power Company, an ex- 
cellent company with a record of citizen- 
ship, has advanced a proposal that it pay 
the city of Atlanta $100,000 for damages 
to streets by its buses and cars prior to 
signing a new contract for 30 years. Under 
its terms the company would pay an an- 
nual sum of $25,000. 


Without doubt this was advanced by 
the company as a basis for discussion. 


The Constitution thinks it unwise for 
the city or company to enter into an agree- 
ment for a long period of time. New in- 
dustries are coming to Georgia. The Pow- 
er Company has rendered yeoman assist- 
ance in bringing them here. They will 
mean extensions of present lines and ad- 
dition of new lines. There will be substi- 
tution of buses for street cars. 


The Constitution believes the hest in- 


terests of all concerned lie in a contract 
which will, each year, on the basis of 
mileage and traffic, estimate fairly the 
damage done. A contract of 30 years’ 
duration is too long. 


The Atlanta Gas Light Company, 
another utility with a record of service, is 
in the news. It was granted, in 1856, a 
legislative charter to use the streets for 
the purpose of supplying gas. The charter 
probably is sound. There is no tax prob- 
lem involved. The discussion is whether 
or not the company shall pay a franchise 
levy. The company has taken no unreason- 
able attitude and has expressed itself as 
ready and willing to discuss the issue. If a 
franchise levy is imposed it probably 
will mean an increase in the cost of gas. 
At any rate, the situation is an amicable 
one, calling for no criminations. 


Let it be discussed in that atmosphere.

Republic of Georgia 


This fellow wrote in: 
“T read that Joe Stalin is from Georgia. I 
| see that the Republic of Georgia is demanding 
some territory back from Turkey. I read about the poets, the 
minerals and the beauty of Soviet Georgia. Will you please tell a 
poor, ignorant, sandflea-bitten swamp-runner of south Georgia 
something about it?” 

Well, sir, it is right confusing. 

Last spring I was a guest at the premiere of the Soviet movie, 
“Capture of Budapest,” as shown in the Cultural Department build- 
ing in Moscow. 

As we waited for the movie to begin, sipping hot tea out of tall 
glasses and munching sweet cakes, the colonel, who had been as- 
signed to sit by me and translate, asked, politely, “Where are you 
from?” 

“I am from the same place as Marshal Stalin,” I answered, 
tea always making me witty. 

He started, visibly. 

“The same as Marshal Stalin?” 

“Yes, Georgia,” I said. 


A Georgian from the old 13th colony need not feel 
Good Folks anything but pride in the two peoples. There isn’t 
an older people anywhere. They were reading the Bible in their 
own language eight centuries before a fellow named Columbus 
started out on his journey. The Georgians represent one of the 
oldest elements of civilization. They are a hard-drinking, hard- 
fighting, industrious, independent set. Their women are among the 
most beautiful in the world. They like music and singing. 
There is authentic reason to believe they are the descendents 
off'Thargamos who was the great-grandson of Japhet, who was the 
so1 ‘ot Noah. 


: The terms “Georgian” Grusia, and 
Georgia Baedeker “Grusya” are, I found by searching here 
and there in old books on ethnology, corruptions of the old Persian 
word “Gurj,” which is their word for George. Oddly enough their 
earliest name was Iberiane, the same as the people of pre-Roman 
Spain. There may be a kinship, untraced. 

Alexander the Great conquered the nation but after his death 
they killed off the Quisling king and set up their old kingdom. 
Christianity was introduced late in the fourth century. After the 
death of Mahomet the Moslems crowded in and conquered the 
country, imposing the religion of. Islam. In the llth century the 
Turks overran the country but by 1090 the Georgians were back 
with their own king, David III. By the 13th century they were 
conquered again, this time by Genghis Khan and later by the Mon- 
gols under the dread Timur, who was by no means a gentle person. 
For that matter, neither was the Great Khan. 

It took them until 1403 to oust the Mongols. There was “trou- 
ble,”’ as the Irish say, until the 16th century when both the Turks 
and the Persians were warring against them. The Persians burned 
the capital and chased the Georgians back into the mountains, but 
they kept fighting. By this time, 1795, while we were busy with 
our own young republic trying to get a constitution and so on, the 
Russians were helping out, not wanting the Turks or Persians to 
move in on them. By 1801, 11 years before we fought the British 
for the second time, Georgia was annexed to Russia by mutual 
desire and consent. They voted themselves a republic of the Soviets 
in 1921. 


The Russian Caucasus is a region of diverse nation- 
Caucasus alities. There are three Soviet republics in that 
region, one of them Georgia with Tiflis, a city of 519,175 popula- 
tion in the census of 1939, as its capital. Its total population is 
about that of the state of Georgia, some 3,300,000. 

The other two republics are Azerbaijan, with Baku as its capital, 
and the Armenian republic. All three speak different languages 
and dialects. . 

There are some 30 nationalities in the one region (169 in all 
Russia), Azerbaijanians, Georgians, Armenians, Russians, Ossetians, 
Abkhazians, Ajarians, Greeks, Kurds and Jews. Generalissimo Joe 
Stalin hails from Georgia. He was educated for the priesthood, 
being expelled in his junior year for paying more attention to hating 
the Tzar than to his studies. 

Stalin was born at Gora, a town near Tiflis, the capital of Geor- 
gia. He was the son of a shoemaker. He was in the seminary 
from 15 to 19, his mother wanting him to be, as we would say it, 
“a preacher.” 

The Georgians are not Russians. The language differs from 
Russian as much as English from Portuguese, having, even, a dif- 
ferent alphabet. They might best be compared with our moun- 
taineers of Tennessee, Kentucky and north Georgia in tenacity, 
temperament and temper. They run to black hair and eyes, quick 
triggers and tempers. 

The state of Georgia was named for King George II, the ruling 
prince of England, one of the dumber princes who had the unhappy 
faculty of listening to his very worst advisers. So, both nations 
were named for a George. 

That’s about it.

Democratic Usages 
Atrophy by Non-use 


American democracy found early expression 
in the town meetings of pioneer days. In those 
meetings men spoke their views on any subject 

without fear. They were the food for the young spirit of freedom. 

With such a beginning, democracy in this country has grown 
to the strong man among social systems it is today. Like all strong 
men, it has its faults and its weaknesses. We have not yet seen 
complete, true democracy in operation. Until we practice the truth 
that full democracy is best blueprinted in the New Testament, 
we shall not experience it. 

However, wé have progressed, progressed so far that we right- 
fully are proud of the democratic way of life we in the United 
States exercise today. ! 

It is obviously true, however, that unless we had exercised our 
democratic rights and prerogatives, we would have been unable 
to use them. Unless we had kept them alive, from the days of the 
town meeting ‘til now, we would have been incapable of self-gov- 
ernment, simply because of non-use of our functions as free, demo- 


cratic citizens. 
: Carefu; and thoughtful observers of the de- 
Cannot Decide feated German people say they are incapable 
of democratic self-rule because they have relied for so many years 
on the edicts of a dictator they are no longer capable of making 
decisions for themselves. They have lost the talent of judgment in 
public affairs, they are incapable of thinking independently for 
themselves.

“In Germany today there iis no good material available for the 
formation of a democratic society; and yet a democracy is the only 
possible system that could redeem the German nation. ... No other 
policy could give the Germans what they desperately need—a sense 
of personal responsibility, a sense of fair play, and a sense of civic 


duty.”

JOHN 
be we, 1946 Promises To Be 
A Big Political Year 


As the old year is put to bed, it might be 
nae appropriate to croon that lullaby, “Little Man 

You’ve Had a Busy Day,” to the Governor, the legislature, and that 
percentage of the people of Georgia interested in state government. 
But the State isn’t going to be able to go to sleep now. It cannot 
rest on its laurels of a new constitution, poll tax repeal, initial 
victory in the United States-supreme court in the freight rate suit, 
broad veterans’ legislation, teachers’ pay raise, debt freedom, judi- 
cial reform, and other accomplishments. As busy as it has been in 
1945, the state faces some busy days in 1946. 

__A new state administration is to be chosen, with the people de- 
ciding whether to continue a progressive government or adopt a 
reactionary government. Virtually a full slate of statehouse officers 
and a legislature are to be elected, along with a governor. Congress- 
men are to be elected this year. The voting will show the effects 
of Georgia’s efforts to broaden the electorate. Thousands of new 
voters are expected to register, with the repeal of the poll tax, a 
federal court ruling that Negroes may vote in the primaries, the 
return of the veterans, and the lowering of the voting age to 18. 
_ The state must decide what it will do about modernizing its 
institutions, which include many firetraps endangering the lives of 
patients. It must decide what it will do about improving the health 
and education of its people, and about improving their incomes. 

The new year starts off fast politically. At mid- 


Starts Fast night on New Year’s Eve, Congressman Bob Ram- 
speck’s resignation becomes effective. Then Gov. Arnall will issue 
a call for a special election, to be held probably early in Fe®ruary. 
Five candidates already in the field. They are Mrs. Helen Mankin, 
Tom Camp, Mitchell Johnson, Ben Huiet, and Edgar Wilson. J. E. 
B. Stewart is considering making the race, and Henry Alexander 
is mentioned as a candidate. Both of these men have sought the 
post before, opposing Ramspeck. 

This week the legislators begin a series of presession confer- 
ences to draft their own program for the 15-day session which 
opens Jan, 14. One-fourth of the members will confer with Gov. 
Arnall at each conference until four conferences are held. After 
getting together beforehand on major legislation, the members 
should be able to pass the big bills when the assembly goes into 


formal session. 

Big Stuff The legislature, which repealed the poll tax and 
drafted a new constitution in two months in 1945, 

won't have much time for major legislation in the 15-day session. 

There is plenty it can attempt, however. 

It can lift the ban on a govérnor succeeding himself, and thereby 
assure the state of a second Arnall administration. It can launch 
a multi-million-dollar building program to modernize Georgia’s in- 
stitutions. It can expand the public health program and pay school 
teachers for 12 months. It can carry out the provisions of the new 
constitution by passing a merit system bill and offering home rule 
plans to cities and counties. These are the major. accomplishments 
the legislature can attempt, if it wants to keep up its progressive 
reputation. To complete the work it started so successfully, the 
legislature should act on a merit system, home rule, health, and 
teachers’ pay. Whether it launches a broad building program now 
may depend on what it does about keeping Arnall as governor. 
If the amendment passes, some think the building program would 
be started immediately They believe the legislature would be 
held in a special session to draft plans for the building program, 
and that the new Arnall administration would be started imme- 
diately instead of waiting until 1947. If the legislature fails to pass 
the amendment, some believe the building program will be delayed 
until the state knows who its governor is going to be. This would 
let the expansion program start with the new administration, in- 
stead of attempting it at the tail end of an outgoing administration. 

The state goes into election year with much jockeying for posi- 
tion in the gubernatorial race, but with only two announced can- 
didates. DeLacy Allen and Hoke Willis have announced. Whether 
former Gov. Rivers, House Speaker Harris, or a “dark horse” will 
run depends largely upon whether Arnall is a candidate. Former 
Gov. Talmadge is expect@d to be a candidate. For the newly 
created post of lieutenant governor there is only one candidate, 
Senate President Gross. Adj. Gen. Marvin Griffin reportedly is 
considering making this race, however. The only race thus far 
developed for statehouse office is for comptroller general. Stat® 
Revenue Commissioner M. E. Thompson will try to unseat Comp- 
troller Homer Parker. Other races are anticipated before election 
time—which, incidentally, may come early this year.

Like the growth of a 
vine, man’s character depends 
greatly on his training in youth. 

In the United States one accepts 


the theory that the educated per- | 


son has the best opportunity of 
success in whatever field he en- 
ters. 
Thomas Edison is a rarity, all the 
more rcmarkable because the man 
was able to surmount his lack of 
early training. During the war, 
thousands of men were rejected as 
illiterates from service to this 
country in the armed forces and 
it follows that their service to 
this country in peacetime also is 
limited by lack of schooling. 


EDUCATION, however, goes be- 
yond merely ‘earning to read and 
write or manipulate figures in dif- 
ferential calculus. It has been 
said that the sign of an educated 
person is sympathy—ability to see 
and understand what is _ seen. 
From Swift’s “Gulliver’s Travels” 
and Carroll’s “Alice in Wonder- 
land,” a child may proceed with 
age to the most abstruse poetry 
of William Slake, and then, re- 
turning in his manhood to Gulli- 
ver and Alice, suddenly find that 
he had not understood fully be- 
fore, what he had read. Search- 
ing for the reason for his in-

Capitalist system. This attitude 
will be astonishing to anyone 
whose working experience goes 
back to the depression of the early 
‘thirties. 

There were wage and salary 
cuts galore then. The reason usu- 
ally given by the employer was 
that he could no longer afford to 
pay wages and salaries at the pre- 
vious rates. And usually the em- 
ployer was telling the truth. In 
many cases he lost money anyway 
and many a wage or salary cut 
did not save the worker from 
eventual unemployment, 

Organized labor fought wage 
cuts, in some instances with suc- 
cess. Many spokesmen for busi- 
ness argued that in taking this 
position, organized labor was hurt- 
ing its own members as well as 
the nation generally — that the 
road back to prosperity was to re- 
duce wage rates to levels that em- 
ployers could “afford” to pay. The 
proportion of our working popula- 
tion which was organized into un- 
ions was much smaller then than 
it is now. Most workers took their 
cuts without a protest. They had 
no alternative and felt themselves 
lucky if they could keep off the 
bread or apple lines. 


“ABILITY TO PAY” not only 
is not a revolutionary factor in 
wage-making. It is not even a 
new factor. One might say that 
it is a factor which in some de- 
gree is always present. In bad 
times, employers stress it; in good 
times, employes stress it. 

It does not follow that “ability 
to pay” should be the sole consid- 
eratmon. Labor is not entitled to a 
wage increase that a union may 
ask simply because an employer 
at. that particular time may be 
able to pay it without losing 
money. Obviously, capital must 
have a chance to earn a return. 
The prospective or possible return 
must be high enough to seem to 
justify the risk. 

The argument that wages must 
be increased in every instance 
that an employer can afford to 
pay them, or to the full extent 


of his ability to pay them, would, 


if recognized, be inimical to the 
whole system of private enter- 
prise. This argument ignores also 
the general public’s interest — 
which is labor’s interest also—in 
getting better goods for less 
money. The lowering of prices 
spreads the benefits more widely. 


IN THE General Motors 
case, to take an example, the 
thesis that basic wage rates must 
be increased 30 per cent if it can 
be shown that the company can 
pay the increase without raising 
the prices of its products is un- 
tenable. But the diametrically op- 
posite thesis that “ability to pay” 
should not be considered is also 
untenable. 


THE INSTRUCTIONS to the 
government's fact-finding boards 
specify ability to pay as a factor 
to he taken into account. They 
do not say that this factor is to 
be controlling. Employers cannot 
reasonably object to the examina- 
tion of their books. if, as has been 
promised, they will be protected 
against the publication of infor- 
mation which might iniure their 
competitive position. Other dov- 
ernment agencies examine their 
books.

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Nation Set 
For Boom 
In Sports | 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—()~ 
Now that peace has come once 
more to a war-weary world, this 
country is set for a tremendous 
sports boom that may ovefshadow 
even the terrific twenties, sports 
writers from coast to coast agreed 
today in a poll conducted by the 
Associated Press. 


Asked to speculate on the ef. | 


fects of the war on sports of the 
immediate future, the writers 
were virtually unanimous in their 
belief that the expansion of the 
nation’s sports program will sur- 


pass anything ever seen in pre- 


vious years. 


Such phrases as ‘“‘We are cascad- 


ing into the biggest sports boom 
America has ever known” and “A 
sports boom the like of which this 
nation has never experienced” 
were sprinkled throughout the 
ballots. 

Many writers were of the opin- 
jon, however, that sports will not 
return to prewar standards until 
1947, although most of them pre- 
dicted that once the program 
Swings into high gear it will snow- 
ball into amazing proportions. 

There were some who pointed 
out that prewar stars, both ama- 
teur and professional, who return- 
ed from the armed forces hit their 
stride immediately despite the lay- 
off. And these suggested that the 
anticipated boom was already un- 
der way. 

As for 1945 itself, the majority 
of the writers selected the abun- 
dance of money—earned as a 4di- 
rect result of the war, wagered in 
unprecedented amounts and pour- 
ed into record gates—as the war's 
principal effect on sports during 
the year. 


DOGS OF DIXIE

Now. that Christmas has come 
and gone, the problem of how to 
raise the Christmas puppy will 
present itself to many people. The 
majority of folks have, no doubt, 
bought a very young puppy so they 
may have the pleasure and pride 
of starting from scratch and rais- 
ing a good, strong, husky dog. But 
before you settle down to the 
arduous task of piloting a mis- 
chievous and trusting pup through 
the canine pitfalls of life, remem- 
ber, into the rearing must go 


plenty of love and affection and a 


world of patience. Don’t punish 
him too much or too often. He 
doesn’t mean to do wrong and his 
memory is so terribly brief. 

If you have a pup from six to 
eight weeks old, realize that he 
must be kept warm and dry ana 
fed small amounts often. At this 
ace a feeding every three or four 
hours is a good routine for a cou- 
ple of months. A raw egg beaten 
in a pint of milk with the addi- 
tion of a teaspoon of Karo syrup 
can be divided into three or four 
meals. Cod-liver oil should be 
given daily. 
pup should have three solid meals 
daily, such as raw or cooked beef 
mixed with cereal or puppy meal. 
Give him what you think he needs 
et a meal. If he is still looking 
for food, you can surmise he didn’t 
have enough. If he leaves food, 
take the dish away until the next 
feeding. 
should have a good healthy appe- 
tite. and if he is too finicky about 
his eating, it’s a sure sign there’s 
something wrong. Oftentimes a 
tablespoon of milk of magnesia 
will carrect any acid condition in 
the system that might have been 
caused by poor digestion. It’s not 
a bad idea to give a moderate dose 
of magnesia weekly. But if an un 
natural sluggishness continues, 
veterinarian should be consulted 
For the first few months of a 
puppy's life are the most important 
in the foundation of his future 
health and development. 

When your four-legged ambition 
has reached the ripe old age of 
four months, you can whittle down 
to three feedings daily. From 
there on out, most dogs regulate 
themselves. Eventually  they’ll 
snoot the third meal, which brings 
them down to two. And when a 
dog really becomes adult, one meal 
@ day, preferably in the afternoon. 
is all that he reqwires, with the 
exception, perhaps, of a biscuit in 
the morning. 

Never feed your dog sweets, ex-

See that he is checked for worms 
regularly but do not attempt hap- 
hazard worming yourself. More 
dogs are killed by indiscriminate 
worming than by the _ actual 
worms. Brush him daily. Forego 
too many baths.

lead. Never use a harness. A 
harness is something the well 
dressed dog never wears. It re- 
Stricts his breathing and he does 
ee the proper lung and chest 
devélopment. It is something the 
dog experts never use. Short-hair- 
ed breeds should have flat collars 
and the long-haired breeds should 
be fitted with round ones. 

Although diet is important in a 
pup’'s life, it just as necessary 
that he have plenty of rest and a 
private spot for his snoozing 
young pup should sleep a great 
part of the day. And, remember, 
a puppy should not be handled too 
much or exercised too hard after 
a feeding.

Week Ends 
Actively 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Business and finance concluded 
this final week of 1945 in a whirl- 
wind of current activity and 
bright prospects for the coming 
year. 


Leaders representing every ma-. 


jor industry pictured 1946 as a 
year of tremendous opportunities 
and predicted civilian production 
in many lines could surpass any- 
thing the country had ever known 
before in peacetime. 


The almost complete observance 
of Christmas Day as a holiday sent 
steel production down to 62.8 per 
cent of capacity from 83 per cent 
in the preceding week and 92.1 per 
cent a year ago when the urgency 
of war prevailed over sentiment. 

Crude oil production slipped a 
peg to an average of 4,479,650 bar- 
rels, compared with 4,514,700 in 
the previous week and 4,729,100 a 
year ago. 

Electric power output was 
higher at 4,239,376,000 kilowatt- 
hours against 4,154,061,000 a week 
earlier and 4,616,975,000 last year. 

Freight car loadings last week 
totaled 688,300 cars, a decrease of 
83,294 cars from the preceding 
week and 74,672 cars below the 
Same week a year ago. 

The stock market continued to 
act temperamentally despite a 
three-day holiday. A succession of 
ups and downs left trends cloudy 
but individual groups exhibited 
special strength throughout. Liquor 
stocks were among the best. 

Bonds and commodities likewise 
had difficulty in marking out a 
clear-cut price pattern but rail 
mortgages generally improved. 

The most active retailing season 
in years came to an end with 
Christmas. Dun & Bradstreet said 
volume held close to peak levels 
of the preceding week and the 
final December total would be 
the largest for that month in his- 
tory. 

Final bonuses, Christmas extras 
and increased wages and salaries 
boosted the financial position of 
workers all over the country. 
Wall street brokerage and banking 
houses were exceptionally gen- 
erous. 

Business failures dropped still 
further to 8 from 10 in the pre- 
ceding week and 15 a year ago. 

Engineering construction awards 
of $26,258,000 compared with $63.,- 
768,000 in the preceding week and 
$23,150,000 last year. 

The National Coal Association 
said bituminous output totaled 
11,000,000 tons, against 11,128,000 
in the like week in 1944.

Here America’s Number One Curmudgeon 


sounds off in honor of the New Year... 


ONG ago I gave up the acquired habit of making high- 

sounding New Year’s resolutions. They did not net me 

anything except some twinges of conscience. So I decided to 
let the rest of the world do the high “resoluting.” 

In other words, for a long time I have allowed the world at 
large to get what satisfaction it could out of feeling noble — 
eeven if only for a day or two — while being content myself 
to profit from self-denial on the part of others. This year I 
am venturing. I am making resolutions — not for myself, 
Heaven forbid — but for the world. 

Possessing a natural instinct for reform, I demand a num- 
ber of improvements in the interest of a more comfortable 
living, although I am too indifferent to do anything about 
them myself. I wish, for instance, that someone might run to 
earth those in high places who sin daily against the really 
good English language, not out of ignorance but because of 
indolence. 

Dozens of words are either overused or misused. Show me 
the man who insists that he welcomes criticism if only it is 
“constructive” and I will show you a man who does not want 
any criticism at all. I believe in totally destructive criticism 
if the occasion calls for it. And why not? If an artist paints a 
chromo, or an author writes a mess of a book, why should 
he not be told so, if only to prevent a repetition of the offense ? 
I invite anyone to criticize “‘constructively”’ Hitler or Musso- 
lini or Hirohito or the devil. 


WhHeEn an author writes a book he should decide in 
advance whether he is going to write it in one language 
or in two. Recently I read ‘““The White Tower,’ by James 
Ramsay Ullman. It was an engrossing book and a satisfying 
one except for the frequent German passages. These were a 
source of irritation to me, not knowing German and not car- 
ing about knowing it, especially the word “‘heil.”’ 

When I was a young chap just out of college, I used to 
show off by throwing in an occasional Latin phrase in writing 
to friends who, I knew, did not know a word of Latin except 
possibly E pluribus unum. But one ought to outgrow such a 
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an 
juvenile and exhibitionist characteristic before he ventures 
to write a book. Authors ought to resolve to write English 
books in English. Of course, if they prefer to write some other 
kind, they do not have to pay attention to English. 

If all people whose vocabulary consists chiefly of the word 
“‘picture”’ were laid end to end, they would present a very 
satisfying sight to me. I am shocked at the number of 
those who use this sloppy word when they mean ré- 
sumé, report, summary, situation, outline, conclusion, 
portrayal, abstract or compendium. There are many 
other good English words that people don’t seem to care 
about any more, even if they know them. My diagnosis of a 
number of cases that I know is “intellectual stuttering.”’ 


‘Tue habit of putting a double “e” at the end of a word 
reached a new low the other day when there came to my desk 
a memorandum containing the word “renuncee.”’ This was 
too much for even my sensibilities, numbed as they have been 
by years of onslaughts from nauseous concoctions such as 
“trainee,”’ “evacuee,”’ “amputee,” “bossee,”’ “‘conductee,’’ 
“‘boree’’ and so on as long as the sufferee will stand for it. 

Then there are people who are addicted to the word “‘over- 
all,”’ filling pages with phrases like “over-all picture,”’ “‘over-all 
responsibility,”’ “‘over-all overalls,” etc. For such people, 
overalls are too good. 

I hope that more people will go back to the English lan- 
guage in the year 1946, and stay there. If anyone who has 
acquired the habit of using these ill-begotten words and 
phrases will forswear them as he would smoking a cigar 
before getting up in the morning, he will make me his debtor. 

My peace of mind also would be helped if I knew why some 
drivers think that the line marking the center of the road is 
something to be balanced upon like the fence rail that they 
walked in their youth. It would help even more to have 
all automobiles driven as far to the right on the road 
as possible, thus making for greater safety and better 
speed by the cars that may want to go faster. 


ON some theory that scenery is not to be looked at but to be 
read about, offensive signs mar the roadside. They disturb 
my peace of mind with their insistent and impertinent ex- 
hortations. There is one that I pass every day that orders me 
to “‘stop.”’ Another exclaims “look” and a third has the inso- 
lence to suggest that I need a bath. It is not much satisfaction 
to mutter impatiently “‘you’re another.”’ 

By the time man reaches maturity, he ought to have 
enough pride in his appearance to keep up his socks. 
For those who think that such a New Year's resolution would 
entail too much trouble, let me remind them that, although 
bobby socks frequently are alluring, they are seldom so on 
legs that are male, hairy and forty-five. 

I also offer for discussion a resolution calling for the return 
of the old-fashioned cuspider.—1-don'’t appreciate cigarette 
scars on my desk. Besides, this might solve the problem creat- 
ed by the gum-chewers who have bespattered the marble 
floors of every public building, railway station and department 
store from coast to coast with their disgusting and unsanitary 
cuds. 

I could fill a lot more space, but what is the use? I suspect 
that the addicts to whom I am addressing myself won't care 
any more for my foibles than I do for theirs. And that is so 
little as to give me no assurance that I will have any more 
peace of mind m 194@than I had in 1945. I might even break 
what seems to be a reasonable rule and make a few New 
Year’s resolutions myself —- but only on the theory that I 
will not rub your back unless you rub mine.

IGHT CLUB 
BUSINESS 


By Sherman Billingsley

SHERMAN BILLINGSLEY, owner of the Stork Club, is 


an authority on night clubs, has written a serious trea- 


tise on them for the Encyclopzdia Britannica. To cele- 


brate a Happy New Year, he reviews the night-club scene. 


IGHT clubs have come of age. They're big 
business now. More than that, they’re 
a distinct part of the American scene, along 
with pin-up girls, chewing gum and the jeep. 

Millions of Americans wouldn't think of 
spending New Year’s Eve anywhere else. And 
this year, the first peacetime New Year’s Eve 
since 1940, they’ll go early and stay late. 

_According to my estimate, there will be 
about 3,000,000 of them crowded into the 
clubs this year. It will cost each of them about 
$7 (plus $3 im tips) for the privilege of wear- 
ing a paper hat and singing “Auld Lang 
Syne” with a night-club band for an accom- 
pamist. 

This means a one-night take of about 
$20,000,000 for the nation’s 10,000 night 
clubs, and an additional $4,000,000 in con- 
sumer taxes for the Treasury Department. 

I wish I could say that night clubs always 
do this well. They don’t. But over a year’s 
span they still hit some fairly respectable 
figures. A year ago, for instance, 200,000,000 
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people, including repeaters, visited night 
clubs and paid an estimated $600,000,000 for 
their pleasure. Another whopping sum went 
to the Government. 

Clubs must be popular to do so well. Yet 
they’re nothing new. Actually they are only 
a variation on an old institution. In England 
it was the coffee house, in France the café. 
In Germany it was the beer garden, in China 
the tea shop. Here it started as the caharet 
around 1911, degenerated into the speakeasy 
of the Prohibition Era, and re-emerged as 
the theater restaurant of the ‘30's. 


Webster Has a Word for It 


Now it is described by Mr. Webster as 
“‘a resort in the guise of a social club, fre- 
quented by pleasure seekers at night.’’ That 
seems broad enough to cover our 10,000 night 
clubs, if not the 60,000 additional bars, ball- 
rooms, cafés, cocktail lounges and juke-box 
parlors that also cater to “pleasure seekers.” 

The fundamentals of a club are food, drink 
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NOTABLES: Lieut. Col. Sy Bartlett and his wife Ellen Drew swap war stories with 
Lieut. Gen. James A. Doolittle in the Stork Club's inner sanctum — the Cub Room 
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and talk. The frills are a band, floor show and a clien- 
_ tele sprinkled with celebrities. 

These attractions seem to meet a community need. 
Ask any night clubber why he’s in the club and you'll 
get a number of answers. Here are some I’ve heard: 

“*T like to dance.” “To get away from home.” “I’m 
entertaining out-of-town friends.”” “I’m lonesome; 
I want to talk to somebody.” “‘I want to show off my 
new dress.”’™“‘I’ve seen all the movies.” 

Other reasons are more difficult to explain. In night 
clubs, people forget inhibitions and do things they 
would never do at home. 


Thousands for a Tip 


For example, a Stork Club patron once gave two 
checkroom girls a check for $2,000. They thought it 
was a gag, started to tear it up, then decided to try 
it on the bank anyway. The check was good. The 
signer was simply a big spender who thought nothing 
of handing out $500 or $1,000 if he was pleased. 

I’ve seen staid businessmen promise a mink coat 
to the checkroom girl, embrace the headwaiter like a 
long-lost friend, or have themselves paged to show off. 
I’ve seen women write mash notes to the bandleader, 
sing “‘Indian Love Call’’ between loud mouthfuls of 
Baked Sea Bass Marguery. 

During these shenanigans, a night club owner must 
keep his temper. He must know how far to let the 
patron go, when and how to stop him, whether to bar 
him the next time. At the same time, he is supposed 
to be watching the kitchen, waiters. bartenders, 
headwaiters, the office — and phonitig his wife to 
explain why he won’t be home until eight a.m. 

Everything goes well when the boss is around. 
There’s a sag when he turns his back. Because of this, 
most clubs are run by three or more partners: one in 
the kitchen, one at the bar, and one out front. I am 
one of the few club owners without partners, however, 
so I have to work seven days a week, often till seven 
or eight a.m. I’m completely absorbed by my club 
and the people who visit it. 

My daughter has said, “‘Dad, the Stork is not only 
your business, it’s your hobby.” 

Any club owner who expects to stay in business 
should be attentive to his place and his patrons. The 
man who relaxes after his place has won popular 
favor 1s flirting with trouble. And the odds against 
running a night club are long enough without inviting 
additional risks. Of the thousands of new night clubs 
that make their bow every year, nine out of ten fajl. 

Most of them sink because: 1. There 1s so much 
detail requiring personal supervision; 2. There is so 
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SWANK: Every port of the country has its bright spot. Here's the Monte Carlo ot 
Miami Beach, Fic. It’s typical of the upper crust of the nation’s 10,000 night clubs 
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much leakage at the bar and in the kitchen; 3. The 
competition is enormous. 

A club succeeds when it never lets down in catering 
to the likes and dislikes of regular patrons. This re- 
quires well-trained manpower. The Stork, for exam- 
ple, has 250 employees, a capacity of 500 patrons 
a ratio of one employee for every two patrons. 

When you cater to people’s stomachs, you have 
a big job. The same dish is too hot for one patron, 
and not hot enough for another. The same drink 
is poison to one and nectar to another. The same 
waiter is soothing to’ one and upsetting to another. 

Patrons are fascinating. There are those who ga to 
a night club just to show off. They will phone the pro- 
prietor in advance and say, ““Make sure the head- 
waiter recognizes me by name. Send over a bottle of 
champagne as a gift, but put it all on the check, of 
course.” 

Women go to clubs to show off new wardrobes or 
new boy friends. The woman selects the club nine 
times out of ten, so night-club lighting must not make 
her complexion look sallow, or reveal the lines on her 
face. Women will avoid a club where the lighting is 
not flattering. 

Regular patrons often have favorite locations in a 
night club. At the Stork, for example, James A. Farley 
prefers the largest corner table opposite the Cub 
Room entrance. Jimmy Durante likes to sit in front 
of the bandstand and sing. George Jean Nathan 
always sits at the first table near the Cub entrance. 

When I want to cater to an important new patron, 
I have his photo taken and let the headwaiters study 
it. I want them to remember his face and name, so 
that I will be called when he arrives. 


Don’t Know Him — On Purpose 


SOMETIMES a patron phones that he does not want 
to be recognized. He may be negotiating a loan, and 
the banker he’s with should not feel he is a regular 
night clubber. 

Most people, however, want to be recognized. Men 
will try to refresh my memory by saying, ““You don’t 
remember me, but I was here with Joe Doakes of 
Elmira.”’ Women will usually describe the dress they 
wore. I never remember dresses. It’s tough enough to 
recall names and faces. 

A café owner soon gets into the habit of greeting 
everybody. One night, walking to the Stork with my 
daughter, I nodded to so many people that she said, 
“Dad, you just greeted ten people in a single block. 
Don’t tell me you know all of them.”’ 

Actually I could remember only one of the 10, but 
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I invariably say “‘Glad to see you” to everybody. 

We have concession girls taking photos of patrons 
and we send out extra prints for publicity. We usually 
mail photos of important people to their home-town 
papers. It’s good for the club, and patrons are flat- 


_ tered. 


Once, however, we sent home a photo of two men 
who turned out to be reporters for a “dry” paper in- 
volved in a local ““Wet”’ vs. ““Dry”’ voting issue. As it 
happened the ‘‘wet”’ opposition got the picture. It 
ran the photo of the “dry’’ newspapermen for 22 
days, right up to election night. 

All clubs welcome well-dressed patrons. At the 
Stork’s Cub Room, however, we want celebrities, 
people who are champions at something. We bar 


people who tablehop, argue loudly, quarrel, and dis-— 


turb the other patrons. 

_ We don’t want patrons who drink excessively or 
throw money away. Regular patrons fee] uncomfort- 
able giving a correct tip after seeing a lavish tipper 
spilling his money on the table. 


They Take Peculiar Financing 


Nicut club finances sometimes seem odd. The rent 
from a cloakroom concession, for example, is often 
twice the rent of an established club. Liquor usually 
brings double the profit that food does. A high class 
club can spend $10,000 a year just for ice cubes; 
$30,000 for laundry bills; $1,000 for match folders to 
give away free; $12,000 to replace broken dishes and 
glassware; $100,000 for advertising and publicity; 
and up to $800,000 for dance orchestras and a revue. 

At the Stork, cashing patrons’ checks costs me 
about $15,000 annually. 

But night club operation is not all money and 
detail. It has moments of drama and humor which 
help night club owners to keep from talking to them- 
selves. 

I still have not forgotten the waiter who went in- 
sane while working; the Pinkerton detective who 
worked at the bar to trap people passing counterfeit 
money and then became a bartender for keeps; or the 
cook who wanted to knife everybody in the kitchen. 

I remember, too, walking up to a patron and asking 
why I had not seen him for a year. “‘Feel my legs,”’ 
he said quietly. I did. They were cork. “I’ve been 
learning how to walk all over again,”’ he said. 

Then there was the time a husky bouncer asked 
me for “‘any kind of a job.” He bragged that he knew 
all the tough mugs of the speakeasy era.

Pacific Islanders, like 
Juan, learned about U.S. 
jive, movies, shoes—and 
they’re crazy about them 


Y FRIEND Juan, a native of the 

Marshall Islands, is learning 
to be an American. When I first met 
him about two years ago, just after 
our invasion of Kwajaiem Atoll, he 
was an uncomplicated Joe who had 
been to a mission school and spoke 
a little English. 

Recently, traveling back through 
the Marshall Islands, I tried to see 
him again. Another native told me 
that he had gone off to an islet with 
a government-issued fishing rod. 

“But he will come back,”’ the man 
said. “‘He like spam.” 

A liking for American food is one 
of the many things Juan has ac- 
quired from our occupation. Now, 
like thousands of his “‘brothers”’ all 
over the Pacific, he wears a pair of 
discarded GI dungarees, a straw 
hat, aviator’s goggles, a colored sash 
into which he stuffs packs of Ameri- 
can cigarettes, and -— for the first 
time in his hfe — shoes. 


He’s Still Learning 


Juan lives near an air base. A cul- 
ture of soft drinks, juke boxes, heavy 
machinery, crap games, and 10-cent- 
store jewlery has been casually de- 
posited over his primitive civiliza- 
tion. He sleeps under white sheets 
and a Navy blanket — and is likely 
to pull out a harmonica and play 
“Chattanooga Choo Choo.”’ 

The first wages Juan earned from 
Uncle Sam were paid for burying 


dead Japanese soldiers. Later, he . 


was employed to build roads and 
airfields. He looked wonderingly at 
bulldozers, and learned to drive a 
truck. While our fleet bobbed in the 
lagoon, he counted the ships each 
morning. He respected our might 
and when he found one morning 
that many of our ships had sailed 
away, he was quite sad. 

His first step in Americanization 
was not the trinkets we gave him 
but the discovery that we had ma- 
chines to do the work that he had 
done by hand, and more ships than 
he imagined existed in the world. 


Earnings Increased 


Tue second step was the discovery 
that we American GI’s were friendly. 
Juan is brown, rather than black- 
skinned, and the term “bamboo 
American” describes him pretty 
well. It also describes our feeling 
that he is a “hyphen American”’ 
working his way into some kind of 
citizenship. We taught him base- 
ball, made mascots of his children, 
and put him to work at the inghest 
wages he had earned in his life. 
Juan's sisters in the Pacific have 
not lagged in adapting themselves 
to our customs. A Marine Corps 
club for enlisted men on Samoa 
regularly invited Samoan girls to its 
dances. Almost four years ago, when 
we first came, it was necessary to 
add at the bottom of an invitation: 
“Only women wearing shoes will be 
admitted.”” Today, these maidens

not only wear shoes, but have 
given up sarongs for dresses. They 
use lipstick and smoke cigarettes. 
When it comes to jitterbugging, 
they are, as the GI’s say, terrific. 

On some of the islands the na- 
tives watch American movics 
im special sections reserved for 
them. At first, because of old ta- 
boos, they turned their eyes away in 
giggling embarrassment when screen 
lovers kissed. Now, they sit through 
the clinches in something close to 


the ecstasy of a bobby-sox audience 


a 
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watching Van Johnson in action. 

But not all the habits Juan picked 
up from his association with GI's 
are amusing and innocent. He has, 
for example, learned the value of 
driving a hard bargain, and trading 
inflation in the Pacific today is ram- 
pant. In Honolulu one can buy a 
grass skirt for 50 cents. But on many 
islands the price is $20. This is true 
of most native souvenirs. 

Also, thousands of natives, in 
working for the Yankee dollar, have 
put a boom-town value on_ their

labor. But in raising their wages, 
we have also raised their self-esteem, 
which is another American custom. 

We have built roads and bridges 
across Juan’s islands that only bull- 
dozers can keep in operation. In the 
Marianas we are teaching him scien- 
tific farming to make him self-suffi- 
cient. U.S. equipment, feed and ad- 
vice are supporting himina style such 
as he never before dreamed could 
exist, but to which (under our occu- 
pation) he has become accustomed. 


Liberated From the Past 


‘Tuer is no doubt about it, Juan 
is better off now. Civil affairs offi- 
cials are providing self-government, 
sanitation, medical care, a good diet, 
and jobs. Malaria control and proper 
food are ridding him of diseases. Our 
military government has begun to 
break up the old system of land con- 
trol by the “kings’’ which netted 
them a big slice of both the natives’ 
produce and wages, even those paid 
by Uncle Sam. In liberating Juan 
from the’ enemy, we have also liber- 
ated him from the past. 

Quietly but hopefully we have 
extended to Juan and his people 
a new way of life. Recently a group 
of Marshall Islanders petitioned the 
U.S. to retain jurisdiction of their 
islands. These people don’t want to 
be “natives’’ again. They are happy 
as bamboo Americans who, in a few 
years, have achieved not only free- 
dom from want and -fear but the 
simpler joys of seeing movies, sing- 
ing our songs, and getting in a poker 
game with the ground crew. This is 
the old white magic that ts winning 
them over.
